Prior to a fight, they 
study films of past fights the other boxer has had . 
. every 
movt? . . . every attack, every method he u m *s in his battle 
tactics are carefully considered. 
Parents should realize that 
the battle against drug abuse for THEIR childnti must start 
early in life and it MUST start in the home! Therefore, parent* 
must know everything about the enemy' 
Part of the picture on drug abuse and how it spreads will 
be better understood if we all know something about the 
ADDICT. The average addict is infantile in his personality de­ 
velopment 
He Is sri?-centered l eks vet f-esteem and is easily 
depressed by reality. Narcotics, particularly heroin, give hun a 
feeling of immediate gratification, displacing his frustration at 
failing to cope with the problems of everyday life 
His outward 
facade of toughness is easily penetrated when he is not with 
his fellow junkies and he reveals a loneliness and a strong sense 
of dependency. 
He Is hostile and suspicious of those wliom he considers 
part of the legitimate world 
To him, they are “squares" and 
he bolsters his ego by pretending that he is smarter and better 
off in his little world than those in the community around him 
Now a great public health problem, addiction is a contagious 
disease, in a sense 
The narcotic abuser has a n»*od for com­ 
panionship 
He si*oks to entice into the fold his friends, and he 
recruits others to his way of life 
As deadily as a tuberculosis 
carrier, he infects his family and his close friends because of 
this need for companionship 
The initial contact with narcotics usually occurs very early 
in life. The average heroin addict starts his use of narcotics 
by smoking marijuana for "kirks", then perhaps has an orca, 
sional injection of heroin from simple curiosity or from fear 
of being called “chicken" by his socalled friends 
At this point he boasts that he can quit at any time, that 
“he can handle it.” It Is very tragic that soon he has developed 
a tolerance and must increase his dosage to gain the desired 
results. He becomes more and more dependent upon its cfh*, is, 
and now It becomes his only source of gratification in living 
This is the kiiai of person that may some day tx* trying to 
influence YOUR child 
Knowledge of the 'acts will place your 
child in a position of superiority in such a situation . . 
and, 
tunefully, keep him from tile dangers of drug expen mentation'

Three screwworm cases 
were confirmed in Medina 
County die tart two weeks in 
October. The three cases 
were confirmed in the North­ 
western party of the county, 
one on the Valdina Ranch, 
one on die Kelley Ranch and 
one on the Bonnard Rothe 


Ranch. Mission officials 
have not spotted tills area 
with extra numbers of steril 
flies. 
Producers are reminded 
to check livestock closely 
and send worm samples to 
Mission laboratory for posi­ 
tive identification. 
Produc­ 
ers should also delay any 
animal surgery until after 
frost if possible. 
Conditions are ideal for 
screwworm outbreaks with 
moist conditions and luch 
grass growth. Tile screw­ 
worm threat w ill continue 
until after die first frost.

Insect Control 


Do you I lave an insect 
progiem in your home? Then 
take action against diese un­ 
wanted pests. Some of the 
most troublesome pests are 
earwigs, crickets, pillbugs 
and certain cockroaches. 


Insecticides should be used 
only to control these insects 
and not as a preventative 
measure because of die possi­ 
bility of an adverse effect on 
die environment. 
A chloradane or diaginon 
spray applied to the outside 
foundation of your home w ill 


keep out most of these un­ 
wanted invaders. 
To control 
pests inside the home, use 
an approved commerical 
household formulation of In­ 


secticide. 


Spraying is the best meth­ 
od of killing the pests. Treat 
die outside walls and founda­ 
tion from the window' sill to 
die soil and about five to 
six indies of soil next to the 
foundation. Be sure to give 
cracks and crevices extra 
attention.
